The big residential wards, both north 
and south, came in yesterday in a land- 
slide enrollment. The Seventh ward, 
for instance, has now, prior to revision, 
5,500 more voters this spring than four 
years ago. 

The Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sev- 
enth wards on the north and northwest 
sides have smashed all records. The 


Twenty-seventh now has 12.000 more!

PEACE FIRST, 
LEAGUE LATER, 
POWERS AGREE 


Won’t Risk Delay by 
Dissension Over 
the Covenant.

Also I 
learn positively that the league of na 
tions covenant will not be adopi 
prior to submitting the preliminary 
peace treaty to the Germans. 

The diplomats finally realize that 
speed in establishing p:..:e with Ger- 
rany is the most essential and im- 
portant proposition in the world to- 
day, and they will not take a chance 


covenant ior adherence before a ple- 


elon and demands from various quar.- 
ters for changes ‘and . amendments 
would delay proceedings. These de.

Will Not Submit Treaty. 
For the same reason the preliminary 
peace treaty will not be submitted for 
ratification at the plenary session of 
the conference because leading repre- 
sentatives of all the allied powers are 
cognizant of the contents of the pact, 
but long drawn out deliberations an?’ 
equivocations over minor points might 
arise if discussion were permitted at 
the last moment. 
Instead the council of ten has deter. 
mined to hand the treaty to the Ger 
mans the moment President Wllson 
peruses and indorses the article. 

The peace treaty will not be arb‘. 
trarily imposed on a defeated Ger- 
many by the victorious powers. The 
enemy will be permitted to discuss the 
pact and “surgest” alterations, modl- 
fications, and easements. The peace 
commissioners say it is up to Foch if 
the Germans refuse to sign. 

Five Points Ready. 

The American commissioners are op. 
timistic in expecting the five points of 
the preliminary peace—military, navy 
boundary, reparations, and economics 
—will be ready Friday for the presi 
dent’s examination. The two most im. 
portant subjects and the most diffi. 
cult ones are practically ready now— 


amount of reparations Germany must 
pay—and it may be said the prelim- 
inary peace is nearly completed. Dant- 
zig is the only point unsettled in de- 
fining the new German boundaries, and 
it is believed the president will leave 
the city to Germany, but will insist 
it be a free port for the Poles.

in a Mystery 
at Hospital 


Three thousand dollars’ worth of ra- 
dium disappeared from the Cook coun- 
ty hospital Monday morning and a rig- 
orous investigation has failed to reveal 
any trace of it Whether it is a case 
of theft has not been established. 

The disappearance occurred between 
the hours of 9 and 10 o’clock in the 
third floor, 
known as the surgical amphitheater,

Dr. Schmitz could not be reached 
last night to explain the circumstances. 
but it was learned that he had made 
a report to Carl Meyer, medical warden 
of the hospital, who in turn reported 
it to Dr. Wesley J. Woolston, as- 
sistant to Michael Zimmer, the warden. 


Inquiry is Begun. 

A thorough search was immediately 
instituted and all attaches were ques- 
tioned. They disclaimed any know!l- 
edge of the disappearance. Mr. Zim- 
mer said the inquiry would be con- 
tinued today, when investigators of 
Lloyds, with which the radium was 
insured, will be present. 

The radium which Dr. Schmitz was 
using was purchased from Dr. C. W. 
Hanford of 31 North State street, a 
radium expert and one of the two Chi- 
cago physicians who sell it, the other 
one being Dr. Frank Edward Simpson 
of the Virginia hotel. 

It’s Difficult to Lose, 
According to the description given 
Medical Warden Meyer, Dr. Hanford 
helleves the radium was in one of the 
25 milligram containers commonly 
used by physicians. The container, at- 
tached by a cord and adhesive tape, is 
also used in the treatment, which ren- 
Gers it somewhat difficult -to lose the 
radium. 

Dr. Hanford quotes the present mar- 
ket price of radium, in layman fig- 
ures, at $3,200,000 an ounce. 

The last case of lost radium to be 
reported was at St. Luke’s hospital in 
December of 1913, a speck valued at 
$4,500 having vanished. After an in- 
vestigation it was concluded it had 
fallen through a drain pipe.

The house was a wreck, torn with 
bullet holes, the windows broken, the

dishes. 

The fight began »when the police 
came to serve a warrant sworn out by 
Ondeck’s wife, charging him with cru- 
elty. Arrest would have meant only 
a fine, perhaps merely a reconciliation. 
But Ondeck was stubborn, and he had 
a gun and ammunition, and he was an 
expert shot. 

It was nearly 1 o’clock this morning 
when the police entered the house. 
And the victims of the man’s unerring 
aim, who had been taken to the Ger- 
man Evangelical Deaconess hospital, 
had had their injuries dressed and had 
veen removed to their homes.

States government has placed an order 
with the Watervliet arsenal for a gun 
the supersede the famous 165 (6-inch) 
millimeter gun. 

The new gun is larger, shoots farther 
and does more damage. It is called a 
“ one-ninety-four,” and two guns were 
ordered as an experiment.

cere rural toryism. They confounded 
monopolies with big business combina- 
\tions, and in the effort to prohibit 
both alike, instead of where possible 
prohibiitng one and drastically con- 
trolling the other, they succeeded mere- 
ly in preventing any effect{ve control 
of either. 

On the other hand, a few men rec- 
ognized thgt corporations and combi- 
nations had become indispensable in 
the business world, that it was folly to 
try to prohibit them, but that it was 
also folly to leave them without thor- 
oughgoing control. 

They realized that the government 
must now interfere to protect labor, to 
subordinate the big corporation to the 
public welfare, and to shackle cunning 
and fraud. 

The big reactionaries of the business 
world and tkeir allies and instruments 
among politicians and newspaper ed- 
itors took advantage of this division of 
opinion, and especially of the fact that 
most of their opponents were on the 
wrong path; and fought to keep mat- 
ters absolutely unchanged. These men 
demanded for themselves an immunity 
from governmental control which, if 
granted, would have as wicked 
and as foolish as immunity to the 
barons of the twelfth century. Many 
of them were evil men. Many others 
were just as good men as were some of 
these same barons; but they were as 
utterly unable as any medieval castle 
owner to understand what the public 
interest really was, 


Question as to Control. 


When I became president the ques- 
tion as to the method by which 
the United States government was 
to control the corporations was not 
yet importdnt. The absolutely vital 
question was whether the govern- 
ment had power to control them at 
all. This question had not yet *been 
decided in favor of the United States 
government. It was useless to discuss 
methods of controlling big business by 
the national government until it was 
definitely settled that the national gov- 
ernment had the power to control it. 
A decision of the Supreme court had, 
with seeming definiteness, settled that 
the national government had not the 
power. 

This decision I caused to be annulled

Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 


The Shermah anti-trust law was en- 
acted in 1890 because the formation of 
the tobacco trust and the sugar trust, 
the only two great trusts then in the 
coun (aside from the Standard Oil 
trust, which was a gradual growth), 
had awakenéd a popular demand for 
legislation to destroy monopoly and 
curb industrial combinations. This de- 
mand the anti-trust law was intended 
to satisfy. The administrations of Mr. 


construed this law ag prohibiting such 
combinations in the future, not as con- 
demning those which had been formed 
prior to its enactment. 


In 1895, however, the sugar trust, 
whose output originally was about 55 
per cent of all sugar produced in the 
United States, obtained control of three 
other companies in Philadelphia by ex- 
changing its stock for theirs, and thus 
increased its business until it con- 
trolled 98 per cent of the entire prod- 
uct. Under Cleveland, the govern- 
ment brought proceedings against the 
sugar trust, invoking the anti-trust

The Supreme court of the United 
States, with but one dissenting vote, 
held adversely to the government. 
They took the ground that the power 
conferred by the constitution to regu- 
late and control interstate commerce 
did not extend to the production or 
manpfacture of commodities within @ 
state, and that nothing in the Sherman 
anti-trust law prohibited a corporation 
from acquiring all the stock of other 
corporations through exchange of its 
stock for theirs, such exchafige not be- 
ing “commerce” in the opinion of the 
court, even though by such acquisl- 
tion the corporation was enabled 
to control the entire production 
of a commodity that was a 
riecessary of life. The effect of this de- 
cision was not merely the absolute 
nullification of the anti-trust law, so 
far as industrial corporgtions were 
concerned, but was also in effect a 
declaration that, under the constitu- 
tion, the national government could 
pass no law really effective for the de- 
struction or control of sueh combina- 
tions. 

This decision left the national govern- 
ment, that is, the people of the nation, 
practically helpless to deal with the 
large combinations of modern business. 
The courts in other cases asserted the 
power of the federal government to en- 
force the anti-trust law so far as trans- 
portation rates by railways engaged in 
interstate commerce were concerned. 
But so long as the trusts were free to 
control the production of commodities 
without interference ffom the general

' The following winter, just after the 
first freeze, I saw plenty of big fellows 
through the ice and came to the. con- 
clusion that the natural food supply 
was so abundant that the big fellows 
found it so easy to get that they 
not look at a bait. 

This solution has since been proved 
some very good 
Strings of big bass were taken from 
that same lake last season when the 
small fish and shore minnows were not 
nearly as numerous as they were the 
two previous years. 

I hope that this will explain the 
trouble with the two lakes in ques- 
tion, and that the writers of those let- 
ters will have the opportunity and the 
good luck ‘to catch some whoppers.

Contractors Plan Price 
Boost of 15 Per 
Cent. 


A strike of about 9,000 painters and 
decorators has been averted. 

According to statements of both the 
Painters’ District Council of Chicago 
and the Decorators and Painters’ Con- 
tracting association a new wage scale 
will be signed before the end of the 
week. The workmen will get $7 a day, 
an increase of $1, which will be met, 
the contractors say, by boosting prices 
April 1 by about 15 per cent. 

Several days ago renting agents sent 
out warnings that a decorators’ strike 
was impending and urged that spring 
decorating be finished before April 1, 
the date it was intimated the strike 
would take place. 

Yesterday L. T. Lindeloff, secretary 
of the Painters’ District council, and 
J. D. Rising, chairman of the wage 
committee of the Decorating and 
Painters’ Contracting association, an- 
nounced that an agreement had been 


reached and that a new wage scale will | 


be signed. The agreement, according 


to Mr. Rising, was a compromise. He | 


said that the union men demanded 25 
cents an hour increase, whereas the 
new scale will call for only 12% cents. 

“We felt that, in view of the high 
cost of living, the increase was justi- 
fied,” said Mr. Rising. “Of course, 
in order to meet it we will be compelled 
to boost spring rates for all classes 
of painting and decorating into effect. 
This increase will be about 15 per 
cent.”

WILSON 


Suit Finds Paper 
Guiltless. 


A jury of twelve men in the Cook 
County Superior court yesterday gave 
THE TRIBUNE a complete. vindication 
of a charge of libel brought by Mrs. 
Nello Wilson, known to the police in 
1916 as a shoplifter. Mrs.. Wilson's 
suit was for $50,000 libel. The suit 
had been on trial for more than a week 
in Judge Hugo Pam’s court. Mrs. 
Wilson gives her residence as Los 
Angeles. 

Mrs. Wilson's suit was based on a 
claim that she was damaged by reason 
of an article printed in Tue Tarisune 
on Monday, Dec. 18, 1916.” The article 
charged her with being a shoplifter 
and called‘ her “The Queen of Shop- 
lifters.” To her suit filed on March 
13, 1917; THe Trisune, through its 
legal representatives, Shepard, Mce- 
Cormick, Kirkland; Patterson & Flem- 
ing, filed a plea of justification (truth). 


Her Former Husband. 
It was told in the article complained 


of and also demonstrated by the evi. 


dence brought out at the trial that 
Mrs. Wilson was at one time the wife 
of Charlie Robinson, who served time 
in the Stillwater penitentiary in con- 
nection with the Shubert theater safe 
robbery in Minneapolis. 


It was also brought out at the trial! 
‘that Mrs. Wilson used the names of 
Nellie Prince, Nellie Robertson, Nellie 
Robinson, and that she pleaded guilty 
‘to a larceny charge in Aurora, Il, un- 
der the name of Anna Smith, and in 
|Los Angeles pleaded guilty to a larceny 
charge under the name of Mary Ryan. 
Also it was shown that she had been 
married at different times to Charlie 
“Chuck” Prince, Gorilla “ Bob” Rob- 
erts, Charlie Robinson, and William 
“ Baseball” Wilson. It was disclosed 
that Charlie Prince was shot and killed 
by the police at Quincy. Il., following 
a bank robbery, and that before her 
marriage to “ Baseball’ Wilson in 1317 
she visited him while he was in jail at 
St. Joseph, Mo. 


“ Pleaded Guilty; Did Nothing Wrong.” 

Mrs. Wilson admitted on the wit- 
ness stand that she had been arrested 
at different times and on two occasions 
had pleaded guilty to the charges, but 
she denied she had ever done anything 
wrong in her life. 

She said that since 1916 she has 
been operati:z a sanitorium in Los 
Angeles. This sanitorium, known as 
Leaf Lodge, 1240 Friend avenue, Holly- 
‘wood, a suburb of Los Ange'es, has 
recently been under investigation by 
the authorities there. Mrs. P. L. Fuller. 
claiming to be a former clubwoman of 
New York, Denver, San Francisco, and 
Atlanta, and business manager of Leaf 
Lodge sanitarium, who it was inti- 
mated might take the witness stand 
in behalf of Mrs. Wilson, did not tes- 
tify in the case.
